The Dr., upon this, gave signa of violence 
whereupon the sheriff withdrew several von 
saying, Doct., dn’t you assault me,’ and le 
his umbrella against a table. While 
ening himself from (his last act, the Dr 
upon him with great fury and seiged him by tbe 
collar, and near the throat. It was, however, 
testified by two or three of the witnesses on the 
part of the presecution, tha‘ the sheriff adyen- 
ced towards the Dr. aud,seized him by the col 
lar at the time of the assault But this wes 
proved to the contrary by other witnesses and 
every circumstance is against it. The Doctor 
was a man of uscommon physical powers. The 
sheriff was forced back across the room, the Dr. 
still retaining his grasp, and the sheriff, wi 
his left hand raised, as ifto keep him off, and 
right hand resting on or near hiships. He wes 
thas forced, first, against one hash of tbe doer 
and then through it. The Dr. meantime pree- 
sing on the sheriff with both hands cleoched in 
his collar. and the sheriff's left arm extended 
and holding to the Doctor's arm, when the 
sheriff discharged a pistol at the Doctor, whe 
instantly relinquished his grasp and said ‘I ap 
a dead man.’ 
The sheriff at once gave up his pistol, ( 4!- 
len’s pat. six shooter,) and surrendered himself 
to the coroner who was there. He was imme 
‘diately put under guard in one of the offices of

| There were ten or fifteen persons present m

Soom afier the arrrival of the New 
York, a letter from a source entitled 
to the most unlimited confidence was pla- 
ccd at our disposal. From it we make 
the following extracts: 

‘Look out for war with Mexico. —Since 
Eliiot’s arrival from Vera Croz, this is 
all the talk. [t is snid, too, thut Mexico! 
is concentrating a l@rge force on the Rio 
Grande, which is to move against Texos 
if she rejects Kiliot’s treaty. 1 believe 
war will te the effect of the steps recent- 
ly taken by the British government. 

Ethot has a set of proposals for the 
independence of Texas, if she rejects an- 
nexation. These proposals will be r.jec 
ted. Of course the intimation of war is 
thrown back upon Mexico; but iu m) 
judgement Ethott will contrive to send 
secret intelligence to the Mexicans on 
the Rio Grande, and that they will not 
wait for new orders from the Mexican 
capital.’ 

The U. 8. Squadror, under command 
of Com. Stockion, were lying off Gaives- 
ton when the New York left. No British 
ships of war were in sight. 

Captain Elliott, the Uritish Charge d’ 
Affaires, bad arrived 10 Galvesion with a 
treaty from Mexico, acknowledging tle 
independence of texas, and set out for th 
seat of governinent immediately. The 
Galveston News on this subject says: 
The purport of the treaty: according to 
Elliott’s statement to a friend of ours, is 
simply the recognition of our indepen- 
dence, without regard to limits, upon con 
dition thit we refuse annexation to the 
United States, leaving us at liberty to be 
annexed to Eng'and or any government; 
and comments very struagly against the 
meddling af this officio s Minister. 

Mo the other hand the official organ 
denies that President Jones has seni or 
authorized any person to goto Mexico) 
and treat fur the independence of [rxas. 
and affirms that he is favorable to the 
measure of annexntion.

It isstated that, with the 
present small engine, two hundred and 
twenty tons can be propelled at 3 rate 
of twenty-five to thirty miles per hour.
